GRAPH CABLE, 


Mr. Robinson Kendal, chairman of the 
Went Coast of America Telegrap) Company, 
has communicated the following extracts from 
letiers received from that Company's officials 
on the West coast of Souh America to the 
papers. The captain of the company's repair- 
ing steamer writes: “Having picked up 21 
knots of cable, and while continuing picking 
ep, an immense whale came ap tothe bows 
antangled in the cab’e, It seemed to be about 
70 feet in lemgth. In its struggles to get (4% 
the oad!e cut right into its side, the whole of 
ite entrails coming out, and great streams of 
blood. In ite last dying xtruggle it parted the 
cable on the bow sheaves and floated to wind- 
ward of the steamer. 

“The cable was twisted up in the form of a 
wire rope for aboattwo fathoms, and in six 
different parts it bad the appearance of having 
been bitten (through sufficiently to stop all 
communication, There is no dowbt the whale 
has been the cause of the interruption.” Their 
manager also writes : “The cause of the break- 
age of cablr, as has ween pointed out to you 
in Captain Morton s report, wasahoge whale 
which beeame entangled in the turns of the 
cable, and was held prisoner for seven days ; 
the interruption was unfortunate, but it is at leas, 
satisfactory to know that the cable did not give 
way naturally, and that where picked up, the 
sheathing yarn and core were found to bein an 
almost perfect state of pres*rvation, in fact, 
yooked as good as on the day the cable was 
first laid.”

SCHOOL VENTILATION — TEMPERANCE 


(From Our Own Carrespomdent.) 

Mavoo, Oct. 15.—The semiannual meet- 
ing of the North Hastings Teachers’ Asso 
ciation was held bere last Thareday and 
Friday lo the Model School. The election 
of officers resulted as follows :—President, 
Wm. Molntosh, I. P.8., Vieo-President, 
Mina McDermid ; Secretary, Mr. J. Wallis ; 
Treasurer, Mr. W. Clarke ; Executive 
Committee, Mr, Morton, Mr. 
Miss Britton, Miss Horkins, Mr, Moore ; 
Auditors, Messrs. Adshoad, Moore) aud 
Minchin ; Com on Library, Librarian, 
Messrs. Morton, Solmer, avd 
Bellies, 

In the alternoon the convention met at 
180, After roll-call Mr. Adshead intro~ 
daced the subject, ‘Some Expedients tor 
Awakening Tnougbt.' The speaker be- 
lieved the first necessity in awakening 
thought was to awaken the interest. Ho 
recommended the use of objects by the 
children, and that the children be tanght 
to examine them, to notice their difler- 
ences, similarities and beauties for them- 
solves. Mr. Adshead gavo some excellent 
hints for the preparation of simple appar- 
atas for illastration of geographical and 
other facte. Mr, Adshoad’s suggestions 
wore warmly commended by Mr.MclIntosh, 
who regretted that children were so olten 
required to keep quiet while doing no 
work, Mr. Wallis then took up the subject 
of ‘The Teachor’s Day's Work,’ dwolling 
on the the necessity cf preparing lessons 
on the partof the teacher. A number of 
reasons, suggested by various teachers 
present, were noted on the blackboards, as 
to why this preparation should be given, 
After farther diseussion ot the subject Mr, 
MoIntosh then addressed the convention, 
obiefly on the subject of a iving 
many valaable suggestions, bildren 
sbould not be allowed to read any’ 
they do not understand, and should koow 
the words atsight, The only thorough 
tostof readingis that in which children 
aro required to read at sight new combina~ 
tions of previously learned words, As a 
rale special dri'is in articulation ani 
probuneiation should be given, and the 
time assigned to s reading lesson should be 
required to give the substance of lessons. 
Teachers would do well to procure supplo- 
montery reading suited to the attainments 
of their pupils. 

SCHOOL VENTILATION, 


P. H. dryce, M.A.M.D., Secretary of 
the Provincial Board of Health, spoke for 
some time on the snbjest of school veatila- 
tion. (twas ehown that as « general 
thing, (ar lees than an adequate supply of 
freab air was supplied pupus in the public 
soboole, and that the consequences were 
very serious to Lealth aod study, The 
necessity of rapplying moistare to the air 
in & room was ciwarly abown, Dr. Beyco 
attributed the common Winker cough £0 
frequently noticed in # echool-room, to the 
irritating inflaences of the dry air, which 
abstracts moisture from the throat of those 
breathing it. Toe draits trom under doors 
andirom openioge in the floor is tho 
cause of the cold tect eo often complained 
of, which in time prodace beadaches, 

Btatixtios chow that 60 per cent. of the 
sickness in the Hamilton schools was colds 
the winter 
months, wheo defective ventilation, &o. is 
mostfelt, sickness in those schools in- 
creased 100 per cen’. 

Ho addressed a fairly large audience on 
‘The influence of our schools on the de- 
velopment of the race,’ in the ovening. 
Tho lecture was very iostructive and inter: 
esting, Mr. A. F. Wood, M,P.P., ocoupied 
the chair.

NARROW ESCAPE OF OSTERHOUTL. |

Fuankronp, Oct 21.—One of the most 
Aisastrous fires that has ever occurred in | 
Hastings County swept over this village | 
last night destroying nearly all the places 
of business, the principal botels and dama- 
ging several private remdences, This is 
the second disastrous fire that hos occarr- 
od doring the brief history of the village. 
this time almost completely ruining the 
place. Without an engine or fire protec- 
tion of any kind,the people were powerless 
to slay the progressof the angry flames 
and this morning the placo presents 4 
blackened and cheerloss aspect, Many of 
the residents have lost everything, while

considerable distance were entirely des- 
troyed, being the principal business portion 
ofthe village. The firs began about 
twelve o'clock and ataix this morning a 
donee cloud of amoke was still overbang- 
ing the place, but tho fire has been chock- 
ed and no farther loss is anticipated, The 
total damage is estimated at $50,000 which 
is partly covered by insurance. 
WHEEM THE FIRE OkIGINATED, 

The fire broke out in Foster's bakery 
on Mill street, and epread both north 
and weet with wonderfal rapidity. 
A young man named Osterhout, sleeping 
up stair was the first one awakened and 
the fire bad then made such progress that 
he bad a narrow escape for his life. As 
soon a8 awakened be ran to the stair door 
but he was met with such # dense cloud of 
smoke end Gre that be found thls mode of 
exit eotirely cut off, Closing the door at 
once, to check tho draft, be seized his 
clothing in bis arme and jamped throngh 
the secocd slorey window to ths street 
below, without much injury. He madeno 
delay io giving the alarm aud as ihe fierce, 
crackling flames spread over the village, 
tho residents turned ont en masso to fight 
the devouriog eloment,while farmers living 
several miles away wero attracted to the 
scone of the conflagration by the bright 
light which shone brilliantly for a lorg 
distance away. 

FIGHTING THE FiaK. 

The villagers organized themselves into 
a fire brigade and with the best meaas at 
their command begen the work of oxtin- 
guishing the Gre, butitwasa bard task. 
The flames had gained such headway by 
this time that it @as impossible to mp- 
proach the building in which it originated. 
A line of men with pails was ron from 
tho river, and with others on the buildings 
contiguous an attempt was made to confino 
the fire to the block of framo stores then 
at the moroy cf the flames, bat the beat 
and smoke drove them in many cases off 
the roof and the men tarned their atten- 
tion to eaving the contents. Such a night 
of excitement will never be forgotten by 
those who witnessed the fire, 

THR VICTIMS, 

The fire spread in s westerly direction 
from Foster's Bakery, destroying Byron 
Ostrom's drag store and Dr, Rockwoll's 
office, the Orange Hall up stairs, the post 
office, Mr. Chapman post master, the 
office of the Great Northwestern Telegraph 
Company, Mrs. Patterson's millinery 
store, Chown's stove and tinware, Walter 
Van Norman's harness shop up stairs, and 
the North American Hotel, brick, built 
two years ago by Mr, Patrick MoOam- 
bridge, but be saved a portion of the 
contents. He had an insurance of $8,000 
on the hotel. North from the store where 
the fire began, E, Soarlott's drag store 
and Dr, Stevenson's offloo wore reduced 
to ashes, bat by hard work the building on 
the corner occupied asa dry goods store 
by Mr. Grass was saved ina damaged 
condition. Thenoo extending north up 
Trent Street the fire destroyed a vacant 
store owned by J. W, Turley, a dwelling 
occupied by Mrr. Boll, a widow, an un- 
occupied house of Tarloy's, Mrs, Gambett's 
dress making shop, but hor dwolling 
adjoiniog was saved alter receiving a bad 
scorching, John Obase’s residence was 
lightly damaged. Asfaras I can learn 
this morning all those who enffered by the 
firo have some insurance, enough probably 
to start thom again in businoss. 

How the fire occurred is s mystery. 
When Osterbout retired at 10:30 he says 
there was no fire in the bakery, bat in loss 
than two bours the whole placo was m 
flamos.

SEVEN YEARS. / 
The Sentence of the Zatelt Garg, Cou 
vieted. ef Burglary. 


At tho fall assizes yesterday, before 
Justice Galt, the three members of the 
Zafelt gang were arraigned on a obargo of 
burglary at Mr, H, B, Rathban’s bons in 
Jaly last, when about §800 worth of silver 
plate was stolen. The prisonera pleaded 
not guilty and were ably defended by PF, 
8. Wallbridge. Tho evidences was of a 
clronmstantial nstare and pointed quite 
clearly to the guilt of the prisoners. 
Several witnosees swore they saw Frail 
and Zofelt in Deseronto onthe night of the 
burglary and on the morning alter, and 
Chief McKinnon, who received well- 
deserved praico from the learned jadgo, put 
witnesses in the box to prove that the 
pleces of silver be found with the men 
were paris of tea eet stolen from Mr. 
Rathbun. The defence made no preten- 
sions to show where they got the oliver, 
bat a few witnesses werecalled to testily 
to their previous good character. The 
jary, alter doliberating fr hal! an hour, 
brougbtion = verdict against Prall and 
Zatels for borglary, and against the 
woman, Mary Ann Harrigav,for receiving 
goods knowing them to be stolen. 

Frall and Harrigan was theo removed 
from the court, when the crown procesded 
with the second charge against William 
Henry Zalelt, that of committing a barg~ 
lary at William Ciare’s in Shanvocnville 
on the morning of the 13:h of May. Olare 
swore that be saw the prisoner in bis bed- 
room on tie morning in qnestion, and 
alterwards bis pants were found in the 
yard with the money in the pockets mizs- 
ing, Ashewas pursuing Zafelt a shot 
was fired through the window, the ball 
smashing the lamp in his band.

Vanallen’s in this city—bat His 
Lordsbip stated that the cases trial were 
sufficient, and he asked them to he sc: 
quilted, on those not tried. He 
then sentencod Frall and Zifelt to 
seven years in the penitentiary, and Harri 
gan to six months in the reformatory. 

The prisoner Zalelt will not doubt be 
recognized by the Warden of the Peniten= 
tiary as an old convict, He was sentenced 
in 1861 at Brockville to two years in the 
penitentiary for burglary ander the namo 
ot Joho Smith. At the assizes bere ip

broaking into A, Wilson'sstore in Canition, 
in company with Goorge Frost snd got two 
years. User the name of William B, 
Brown be was convicted, of barglary at 
Brantlord in 1809, and was ent down to 
Kingston for five years.

duct Frall frequently bad bis sentence 
shortened by several months, and in this 
caso hoe was liberated before the term of | 
his sentence bad expired.

ing floor to the hallway, and thence made 
his way to the street, As he staggered out 
the spectacle was a shocking one. His 
clothing was blazing, bis hair and whiskers 
had been burped off, and the Mosh on his 
arme and hands were roasted and dripping 
with blood. By this time the firemen had 
arrived, and in reaponse to the agonizing 
appeals cf Mrs. Pancoast, two of tnem 
made their way to the chamber where the 
children were and bronght out their burned 
corpses. Mr. Pancoast though terribly 
barned, may possibly recover. 


A TERRISLE TYPHOON. 


THE TOWN CF YOKONAMA- MANY VESSELS 
Lost. 


San Peaxcisco, Oct, 25.—A steamer from 
China and Japan brings farther details of the 
great typhoon of September 15th. The storm 
came Gp eo rapidly and with such tremendous 
fary that no procautions could be taken, The 
entire lower part of Yokohama was complotely 
wreoked, Not « house was left standing. The 
inhabitants fled for their lives to escape drown- 
ing from the rushing waters driven on to the 
land by the fary of the wind, In the higher 
portions of the city several of the Jargest and 
most substantial buildings were swept away, 
as if built of pasteboard, In that section 128 
houses were destroyed and 399 damaged, The 
loss of life on shore was less than at ses. Out 
of 80 sailing vessels 53 were lost, with 223 
persons, Twelve vessels with 120 persons 
were mill missing. Of five life boats that 
went to the rescue of the drowning crews four 
were swamped and ten persons drowned. The 
typhoon was the severest since 1870,
